T is no eaſy matter to accomodate the faith- 
1 ful with prayers properly calculated of 


their attention during Maſs. There is often 
only one Collect; at other times two, three, 
four, or even more. On week-days the Creed 
is generally omitted; and the Gloria, on the 
Sundays and Ferias' of Advent and Lent. 
There 1s _ a great difference in the length of 
the Epiſtles and Goſpels, as well as in the 
= Priefts that celebrate, ſome being confiderably 
longer at Maſs than others. Among the At- 
= tendants, likewiſe, ſome are ſlower, others 
= quicker in ſaying and reading their Prayers. 
All this makes it impoſſible to lay down a form 
= that will ſuite all. The moſt that can be done 
is to adopt a mode that will ſerve the generali- 
= ty of Perſons and occaſions.
